This  is  in  reference  to  Declaratory  Resolution 
830-1950  which  resolution  concerns  the  condemnation  of 
a fifteen  foot  triangular  piece  of  property  belonging  to 
Frank  J.  Callahan,  d/b/a  Peter  A.  Moran  Ice  Company. 

Construction  of  both  the  street  and  sidewalk 
adjacent  to  this  piece  of  property  is  now  complete  and 
there  is  no  encroachment  upon  the  fifteen  foot  triangular 
piece  proposed  to  be  condemned  and  taken  by  the  City. 

It  therefore  appears  that  there  is  no  necessity  of  condemning 
this  property  as  it  will  not  be  required  by  the  City  in  the 
extension  of  Berry  Street. 

We  therefore  respectfully  request  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  rescind  said  Declaratory  Resolution 
830-1950  as  passage  of  said  resolution  would  serve  no 
good  purpose  and  there  appears  no  necessity  for  the 
City  to  condemn  and  annex  the  property  described  in  the 
resolution.
